DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of not being in a single paragraph 
and on a separate sheet. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is Hmited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the fiill patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied; such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The Specification 
does not contain heading(s). Appropriate correction is required.

Re claim 3, line 2: Substitute the typographical error "mans" with "means." 

Re claims 4-5, 7-10: Substitute the typographical error "authorisation signal" with 
"authorization signal." 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5, The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
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such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable' 
over Kennedy (US 3,580,420) in view of Beaudoin et al (US 6,047,250; hereinafter "Beaudoin"). 

Kennedy teaches a fluid delivery apparatus (fig. 1) comprising a mobile storage container 
(12) having at least two compartments (14, 16, 18), for use in transporting' at least two fluids 
from main storage tanks to subsidiary storage tanks at other locations (col. 1, lines 3-14), the 
apparatus having means defining at least two fluid flow paths (24, 26, 28), for connection to at 
least two different fluid flow ports (col. 1, line 1 through col. 3, line 57). 

Kennedy fails to teach or fairly suggest the fluid delivery apparatus including electronic 
means to identify uniquely the fluid flow paths and the fluid flow ports, to reduce the risk that a 
fluid flow path will be put into communication with an incompatible fluid flow port. 

Beaudoin teach the fluid delivery apparatus (figs. 3 and 4A) including electronic means 
(barcode 52,*transceiver 53,. handheld scanner 20 in figs. 3-4) to identify uniquely the fluid flow 
paths and the fluid flow ports (50), to reduce the risk that a fluid flow path will be put into 
communication with an incompatible fluid flow port (col. 8, lines 50-67; col. 5, lines 54-67; col. 

7, lines 7-25). 

It would have been obvious to an artisan of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the electronic means to identify the appropriate fluid into 
appropriate tank as taught by Beaudoin to the teachings of Kennedy in order to deliver the 
suitable product/fluid to each tank 50 (col. 8, lines 50-57). 

7. Claims 5, 9-10 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kennedy as modified by Beaudoin as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Walkey et 
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al. (US 4,469,149; hereinafter "Walkey"). The teachings of Kennedy as modified by Beaudoin 
have been discussed above. 

Kennedy teaches the driver D is told which p'roduct/fluid will be delivered to the tank 50 
(col. 8, lines 50-67). 

Kennedy as modified by Beaudoin fairly suggests the fluid delivery apparatus generates 
an authorization signal which is used automatically to commence flow of fluid through the 
apparatus. 

Walkey teaches the fluid delivery apparatus generates an authorization signal which is 
used automatically to commence flow of fluid through the apparatus (col. 4, lines 3 1-65). 

It would have been obvious to an artisan of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the automatic delivery of fiiel upon the
